A Pretty Garden Omameat. 


A very pretty piece of ornamental gar- 


dening, not too difficult for beginners, 
can be done with an old umbrella or 
parasol and some plants of cypress vines, 
maurandia, sweet pea or anything that 
is not of too aspiring a nature. Such 
climbers as the morning glory, canary 
bird vine,and other twenty footers, are 
petter.left for unsightljtfenoes and build- 
ings. Plants are better than seed, be- 
cause more certain, and they do not take 
so long to catch the knack of twining 
and spreading. Umbrella ribs are not 
decorative, and to eee such an object 
standing there week after week, waiting 
for ite clothes, does not give people a 
pleasant impression of a garden. 


But first find your umbrella; and this 


may not be so easy, for "retired" um- 
brellas that are no longer fit for use are 
seldom seen. Some member of the fam- 
ily; however, may be able to produce 
one, and then it should be immediately 
stripped of the few tetters left to it. 
The next step is to paint the frame and 
handle brown,- and .when quite dry plant 
the end of the handle firmly in the 
ground, with the frame fully opened. 
If the handle is rather short it will be 
an improvement to add a piece of wood 
to it. 


It is now ready for the vines, which 


should have made some progress in 
growing;, and when they once begin to 
do their best the old umbrella frame 
makes such a lovely green bower stud- 
ded with blossoms of red or purple or 
white—or all together if the vines are 
mixed—that every one exclaims over its 
beauty. 


A parasol with the same treatment is 


equally pretty on a smaller scale, and it 
would be very ornamental in the center 
of a round bed edged with bright colored 
phlox or candytuft. With a long spout- 
ed ^watering pot the vines could have a 
daily drenching in warm weather, when 
the sun is not shining on them, from 
their roots to their highest green tips, 
and this would keep them fresh.—Har- 
per's Young People.

THE HUNT ASSASSINATION. 


The troops stationed at Walla Walla, 


Washington, lynched a citizen named A. J. 
Hunl to avenge the death of one of their 
comrades. The War Department, at th j 


instance of the citizens, ordered a thorough 
investigation of the Affair, with instruction* 
to the officers to spare neither time nor ex- 
penso in bringing the offenders to justice 
The civil authorities, too, went to work 
with a will, and secured sufficient evidence 
to warrant tho Grsnd Jury in finuing in- 
dictmenta against five of the soldiers. 
Now it is learned that one of the soldiers, 
who iii under indictment for murder, has 
turned State's evidence, and that his testi- 
mony, which has been taken by the District 
Attorney, implicates more soldiers than 
have been indicted or arrested. 
The 


soldiers bave been informed of the con- 
fession, and the civil authorities have 
taken precautions ngainst the possibility 
of an attack on the jail by puttiag fifty 
men on guard. 


TfTE OHIO FARMERS. 


The Columbus, Obio, convention de- 


cided by a vote of 64 to C3, to not or- 
ganize a third party at present. No one 
was more surprised at the result than the 
leaders of the opposition to art independ 
ent State ticket. 


It is elated that this action by no means 


takes the Ohio farmers out of politics. It 
is still probable that many of the counties, 
and perhaps some of tbe Senatorial Dis- 
tricts, may nominate a farmers' 
ticket. 


Even when the farmers indorse old party 
candidates it will in many instances be up- 
on a pledge from the candidate to pursue a 
course agreeable to tbe farmers. 


There will be a dettrmined effort among 


tho agricultural classes to defeat tbe re- 
eleotioQ of Senator Sherman, and to that 
end uo effort will be spared to capture the 
balance of power in the L>>gi(<lature. 


A GENEKAL HOLIDAY.

Business was 
suspended in many of the large cities ace 
the graves of citizens as well as soldiers 
were decorated. In many places Union 
and Confederate soldiers participated side 
by side in the exorcises, and proved tha 
the war is over. In Kew York City man] 
prominent Confederates were the guests o 
Grand Army Po-ts, and ex-Governor Wise 
of Virginia, delivered on eloquent oratiou 
Impressive ceremonies were held at th< 
tomb of General Grant, tbe character o 
which denoted that the admonition "Le 
us have peace," had been heeded by ever; 
one worthy of the honor of being an Aineri 
can citizen.

RENO SCHOOL CENSVS. 


What the Marshal's Report Shows. 
School Census Marshal B. E. Hunter 


completed his -work yesterday. His re 
turns show that there are 1,254 children 
under 21 years of oge in Keno School Dis- 
trict No. 10, of whom 905 are between the 
ages of 6 and 18 years, an increase of 101, 
in the census year just ended. Of the chil- 
dren between 6 and 18, 480 are boys and 
425 girla. The number of children re- 
ported aa attending public schools ia 595; 
attending private schools, 20; not attending 
any school, 290. The number of white 
children under 21 years of age is 1,241; 
negro children 7 andJMongoIian children 6. 
Of the whole number of children under 
21 .years of age, 877 were born in Nevada, 
323 in other States or Territories and 54 
in foreign countries.

Peat, used for fuel from tho earlifct 


times, and long known to bo of grc.it 
value as a fertilizer, now finds so mauy 
Dther applications that its preparation 
has developed into an industry. Peat 
powder is serviceable, not only about 
stables but elsewhere, on account of its 
absorbent and somewhat antiseptic prop- 
srties and low cost. A French surgeon 
introduced this powder, treated with an- 
;iseptic solutions and contained in a cloth 


g, as a dressing for wounds. The idea, 


said to be n very old one among the work- 
.ng people of some placesfwas improved 
ipon by another medical man of Paris, 
Dr. Redon, who inaclo a soft and pliable 
wadding of peat. Other dressings have 
,ince crowded these out of hospitals, 
ihotigh the peat applications are coming 
nto use and gaining in favor among vet- 
irinary surg"ons. Dr. Redon's wadding 
las yielded important results by leading 
;o many efforts to produce woven fab- 
rics, so that peat is now made into mat- 
rasses, coverings, carpets, etc., which 
are esteemed on account of their power 
>f absorption.T-Jrpn,

Early Quarrel Estranges Them tor 


l.lf«—His Service on Two Continents wl tU 
Garibaldi—Bts Cnrecompensed Service 
for Victor Emannel 
Admiral William de Bohan, -who died 


in this city, •waa one of the most remark- 
able men of this century, and a complete 
sketch of his life would read like a chap- 
ter from meditoval history. He waa of 
Norse descent, his father having been a 
Swedish nobleman, and he was born 
Dahlgren, his elder brother being Ad- 
miral Dahlgren, of the United States 
navy, whose services afloat during the 
war, as well as his advanced improve- 
ments in ordnance, make such a bright 
page in the history of our navy. Another 
brother, younger, Charles Dahlgren, 
took sides with the south during the 
war and waa a general officer. 


De Bohan was nearly six feet in height, 


broad shouldered and deep chested, and 
in his prime of life must have been ono 
of the most powerful men living.

head was Websterian in its proportions. 


THE BROTHKB'S FIGHT. 


Away back in the forties, when Will- 


iam had grown to man's estate in years, 
Admiral Dahlgren, then a lieutenant, 
was stationed at the navy yard here en- 
gaged in the ordnance departments, that 
made his name famous for the style and 
method of building the great ship guns 
that bore his name and that fought the 
naval battles of the civil war. One day 
Dahlgren, the elder son, saw fit to take 
William severely to task for something, 
and that brought on a storm of angry 
words on both aides that resulted in the 
younger man knocking the older brother 
into a corner of the room. Dignity for- 
bade a personal altercation, and Dahl- 
gren had an officer sent for. 


Taken to the old City hall, William 


was sullen and unrepentant, and though 
family and neutral friends tried to stop 
proceedings, Dahlgren pressed the case, 
and the offender was fined $100 for the 
assault. Then Dahlgren told the magis- 
trate that if William would make a 
public apology for having struck an offi- 
cer of the navy while in uniform he 
would be willing that the penalty be set 
aside. 


"Never! Neverl" said William. "I 


will never apologize nor even speak a 
word to you while God lets me live; and 
more, while you live I will never again 
bear the name that you do." 


So they parted in the mayor's room at 


the City hall, and William assumed his 
mother's name of De Bohan, by which 
he was known thereafter at home and 
abroad to the day of his death. His 
mother was a member of the princely 
family of De Bohan, of France. 


Going abroad, his family connections 


and ample means brought him into in- 
timacy with persona of the highest rank 
in life, among thorn being Admiral Ho- 
bart (Pasha), of the Turkish navy, and 
with him he took service under the sul- 
tan, with the rank of captain. 


HIS CAREER IN ITALIAN WATEBS. 


Leaving the Turks he went to the 


Argentine Republic—then Buenos Ayres 
—with Garibaldi, and commanded the 
naval forces of that country in the suc- 
cessful revolution that brought indepen- 
dence. After that, when Garibaldi came 
to this country, De Bohan went to Chili 
and became admiral of the Chilian navy. 


Late in the fifties he joined Garibaldi, 


with whom he was in constant corre- 
spondence, in Europe, andentered h»^.'c 
and soul with him in hig plans>or the 
unification and independp.^,, o| Ital 
While the great liberator directed and 
commanded tbi land forces De Bohan 
was madP Admiral of the revolutionary 
navy, which was confirmed by Victor 
Emannel. 


He was an admiral vrt^ho^t a fleet, for 


they did not havq & single vessel heavier 
than a coral iis^ng fjelucca; but he was 
energet\o^ and by, a_ very liberal outlay 
of fuMfl* fo<?m. Iw^pwtate purse and con- 
tributions by English andi French friends 
he actually succeeded in pwchimng and 
arming three good sized merchant steam- 
ers, with which he escaped to Sardinia 
and reported to Victor Emanuel. 


It was on these vessels, that the then 


king of Sardinia and such troops as he 
had were transported to the,mainland of 
Italy, and history tells of the result. 
During the siege of Borne Admiral De 
Bohan commanded the marine division 
under Garibaldi and supervised the ar- 
tiBery fire. 


Other forms of government than re- 


publics are at times ungrateful, and Jt is 
so in this case, for, while Admiral De 
Bohan spent nearly $850,000 in providing 
the means that gave the throne of Italy 
to the house of Savoy, he never was re- 
paid a, penny, and died in Providence 
hospital here, cared for by charitable 
friends. 


During a number of years he resided 


in England, where he became interested 
in the formation and workings of the 
British naval reserve, in which he Was 
commissioned a commander by the ad- 
miralty. During the civil war he waa 
intensely loyal to the north, bat refused 
to take service in our navy lest he might 
at some time be brought undet? the com- 
mand of his brother, Admiral John Dahl- 
gren.

courage f.;iled before his misfortunes 
and ms health gave way. He was then 
nearly sevpiity years of age, and when a 
stroke of paralysis followed he failed 
rapidly in a hospital.— Washington Post.
